BUT BITTER FIGHT AHEAD 


LONDON, June 30—(A5)—Bremen, G erm any’s second p ort 
and submarine base, was “heavily bombed” last night, the third 
attack there in five nights, the Air Ministry announced today. 
“Last night a strong force of 
our

said 
“Bremen, their main objective, was heavily bombed ” 
The use of the term “strong force" was tak en to indicate 
that some 300 p lanes p robably were emp loyed in the attack , 
the 97th of the war on the p ort which was still smok ing from 
the two latest p revious raids. 
Airfields in German-occup ied territory also were attack ed 
and fighters “on intruder p atrol” attack ed railway targets in 
France and ship p ing off the French coast. 


The Air Ministry said nine bombers were missing from the 
night’s op erations. 
The Berlin radio, which said fires were started in residen­ 
tial sections of Bremen by the RAF. rlaimed ten raiders were 
shot down. 
Last Thursday night Bremen was the m am object 
of

force of more than 1,000 bombers, the third four-figure raid by 
the RAF in less than a month, and Saturday night a smaller 
force attack ed the p ort. 
On the home front a small num ber of G erm an aircraft 
raided the East Midlands and East Anglia during the night. 
Bombs were drop p ed in scattered p laces but at no p lace was 
there a concentrated attack , the British rep orted.

In 
spite of the fact that we freq u ently 
hear nowadays that heart disease 
is increasing and we shou ld be 
familiar with it for that reason, 
when tire news comes to any indi-

vidu al that he has heart disease 
there are few things that are more 
u psetting and distu rbing. Bu t the 
heart is a remarkably resilient or­ 
gan and people with even seriou s 
heart derangements often live to 
generou s years. 
Written for Several Classes 
“This book was written to help, 
first, those thou sands of men 
and women who think they have 
heart disease when they haven’t; 
second, those thou sands who, hav­ 
ing heart disease, are mu ch more 
alarmed and anxiou s over it than 
they need to be; third, those who, 
having symptoms of heart disease, 
do not realize their significance, 
and do not know that they shou ld 
immediately consu lt a physician; 
and fou rth, those with real heart 
disease who need to u nderstand 
the natu re of their trou ble.” So 
says one of the first paragraphs in 
this u sefu l little volu me. 
I he first grou p of cases men­ 
tioned is a very large one. Many 
a man and woman worries over 
heart disease when actu ally the or­ 
gan is perfectly normal and it is 
only the nerves that are playing 
tricks with it. In another large 
grou p of cases the stabbing and 
aching pains th at the patient 
thinks arise in his heart are not 
coming from that organ at all, bu t 
are really of a rheu matic natu re, 
coming from the chest wall. 
Symptoms of Heart Disease 
Even w hen heart disease is pres­ 
ent, it does not mean that death is 
near. I saw a patient the other day 
aged 68 who had heard the diag­ 
nosis of heart trou ble pronou nced 
on him over twenty years ago and 
while he certainly still h'id heart 
disease, it was not giving him any 
trou ble. 
Natu rally, heart disease is in­ 
creasing becau se everybody, if he 
lives long enou gh, will have some 
deviation from normal in the 
heart. The good doctor says over 
and over again to men and women 
over fifty, “ lf I were to find you r 
heart in a boy of twenty, I might 
be concerned abou t it. bu t in you it 
is normal.” 
Of the different signs and dan­ 
ger signals that su ggest the com­ 
ing of heart disease nothing is a 
more delicate indication of impair­ 
ment in fu nction than shortness of 
breath on going u pstairs or walk­ 
ing fast. This means a shortness 


of breath which is brou ght on by 
an amou nt of walking or exercise 
which u ntil a short time before 
die! not cau se distress. A second 
sign of heart weakness is pain be­ 
hind the breast bone and in th* 
pit of the stomach which u su ally 
comes on after exertion. 
The load on the circu lation is 
abou t dou bled du ring the digestion 
of a meal and therefore many cases 
of heart pain occu r after meals 
and are pu t down to acu te indi­ 
gestion. 
A symptom that is erroneou sly 
thou ght to mean heart disease is 
palpitation—the conciou sness of a 
rapidly beating heart. 
Another 
symptom is an extra beat of the 
heart interpolated every once in a 
while in the cou rse of a normal 
rhythm. A person may feel this 
extra beat when he sits with his 
hands closed and the feeling that 
he has an irregu lar pu lse may 
make him very u nhappy. 
Another symptom which is often 
pu t down to heart disease bu t 
which is not, is a form of air hu n­ 
ger: the feeling that one is not able 
to take a deep breath. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. B.:—What is tu rbinectomy? 
Is it an operation or a treatment? 
Has it any connection with sinu s 
trou ble? 
Answer: The tu rbinate bones in 
the nose may become infected and 
enlarged and when they are re­ 
moved by operation, it is called 
tu rbinectomy. The symptoms of 
enlarged tu rbinates are u su ally 
those of sinu s trou ble. 


H. R. S.;—Abou t how many cal­ 
ories will fifteen u nits of insu lin 
bu rn u p? Can a person ever stop 
taking insu lin? Does it do any 
harm to regu late insu lin accord­ 
ing to you r meals? 
Answer: It differs a little bit 
with 
different 
individu als and 
u nder different circu mstances, bu t 
in general a u nit of insu lin bu rns 
u p abou t fou r calories. Diabetes 
is never cu red and for that reason 
it is never possible to stop taking 
insu lin, bu t in the cou rse of time 
tolerance is improved and it is 
possible to redu ce the amou nt of 
insu lin. There are two forms of 
insu lin: ordinary insu lin is al­ 
ways given in relation to meals 
and food intake; protamine zinc 
insu lin is released slowly, its ac­ 
tion having a long period of time. 
People who take protamine zinc 
insu lin u su ally take it in the morn­ 
ing before breakfast and take only 
one dose a day.
